Geologists Aid Prospectors 


Great Wealth Of Information Avail- 
able On Mineral Areas 

As a result of the geological field 
program carried out by the Depart- 
ment of Mines last year, prospectors 
and exploration companies will have 
a greater wealth of information at 
their command this year than at any 
past time. 

Last year’s geological field pro- 
gram marked the most ambitious 
effort by the Dominion Department 
of Mines toward assisting the min- 
eral industry. The work involved 
geological surveys and investigations 
throughout all the provinces and ter- 
ritories in which economic minerals 
are found. Close to 190 field parties, 
comprising a force of nearly 1,000 
men, were in the field, and 53 geo- 
logical and 12 topographical projects 
were undertaken. The great wealth 
of information gained on Canadian 
mineral areas will be a powerful fac- 
tor in mineral development for many 
years to come. 

Four areas in Quebec, three in 
British Columbia, in Ontario, 
two in Saskatchewan, and one each 
in Alberta, Manitoba, Yukon, and the 
Northwest Territories, form the text 
matter of the reports so far pub- 
lished.

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To Match The Sea 

The British admiralty, after sev- 
eral years of experimenting, has de- 
cided to paint its submarines in dif- 
ferent colors to “match” the seas 
where they serve. 

The main purpose of the “‘protec- 
tive coloring’ is to make the sub- 
merged craft invisible to low flying 
aeroplanes. 

For some time it was the theory 
of naval experts that gray-green 
would prove the best color, regard- 
less of what sea a submarine might 
be cruising in. But the hues of the 
oceans vary to such an extent that 
new shades had to be added. 

British submarines operating in 
the Atlantic ocean, for instance, will 
remain gray-green, but those sta- 
tioned in the Mediterranean will be 
royal blue. Curiously, those in the 
Red Sea will be painted black. 


‘Peace Program 


World-Wide Campaign For Peace To 
_ Be Launched Soon 

A world-wide campaign for peace 
is to be launched during the next 
few months, the international peace 
workers under the chairmanship of 
Viscount Cecil of England decided. 

The movement has a four-point 
program : 

1. Restoration of the sanctity of 
ifiternational treaties.

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YOUR GARDEN 


Weather, soil and location may be 
ideal but without good seed, specially 
selected to suit Canadian condit'ons, 
the garden is going to be a failure. 
There is no guarantee that a flower 
which has given wonderful results in 
Great Britain or the Southern States 
will do equally well in this country, 
and because of this the average 
gardener is well advised to secure 
his seed and nursery stock from a 
reliable Canadian source. 

Many people believe that it is 
much more difficult to grow beauti- 
ful flowers than a few rows of com- 
mon vegetables. But this is not so. 
In many respects it is easier to pro- 
duce the flowers. Of course there 
are certain things like gorgeous 
roses, delicately shaded Iris, and 
tender, stately Lilies which certainly 
will not thrive on neglect; but there: 
are also a dozen or so annuals and 
a few perennials which require prac- 
tically no skill. Take the little Alys- 
sum, for edging walks or borders. It 
comes in several sizes up to six or 
eight inches,in height. It will grow 
almost anywhere and will bloom all 
season, if the dead flowers are shear- 
ed off two or three times with clip- 
pers or even a lawn mower. Portu- 
laca is another which can be planted 
and forgotten. It likes a hot sunny 
location and does not want much 


moisture. Portulaca will bloom all 
summer. A little larger, is the Cab 
endula or pot Marigold. It thrives 
in almost any position, though it 


should not be too shaded. After 
thining no more attention is needed. 
The ordinary dwarf French Marigold 
is another which. should not be over- 
looked by the gardener who has little 
time to devote to his hobby and also 
the California Poppy, Cosmos and 
ornamental Sunfiower.. This selec- 
tion will give plenty of bloom, a fair 
range of colour and height. 

Vegetable gardens. should be very 
productive affairs, and from a frac- 
tion of an acre of ground, ten times 
the yield is expected as would result 
from a similar area under ordinary 
field . conditions. Where space is 
limited it is possible to grow two 
crops, even in those sections of 
Canada where the summer season is 
short. This is done by planting rows 
of very early stuff like lettuce, rad- 
ish and spinach, in between later 
maturing vegetables such as corn, 
tomatoes, parsnips and swiss chard. 
By the time the later things are be- 
ginning to need full room, the first 
named group will be used and-out 
of the way.

Grading, graveling and oiling 
comprise this preliminary batch of 
road projects, distributed over var’ 
ous parts of the province. 

The projects represent a total 0° 
100 miles, taking in the Calgary- 
Banff highway for a distance of 31 
miles from Morley to the park boun- 
dary, which will be gravelled and 
oiled. The cost is estimated at 
$70,000. 

Revision of the Peace River high- 
way for a distance of 12 miles near 
Lesser Slave Lake, a new route being 
necessary in view of flood water 
conditions which had to be contend- 
ed with last year, will require an 
outlay of $70,000. 

Then there is the new highway 
to be graded and gravelled from 
Picture Butte, Lethbridge to Iron 
Springs, serving the million dolla: 
sugar refinery in the Lethbridge 
Northern district and estimated tc 
cost $102,000. 

Grading and graveljing of the old 
railway grade on the Jasper high- 
way, for a distance of 31 miles from 
Styal, where work was commenced 
last fall, to Carrot Creek, is put 
down at $143,000. 


Alberta Wool Grading 
And Marketing 


Sheep raising is an important 
phase of livestock production in 
Alberta, where the annual wool clip 
now exceeds some 3,000,000 pounds. 

There are two distinct groups: 
First, domestic or farm clips, main- 
ly of Down breeding~ with Merino 
foundation on the female side. The 
wool from this group is largely of 
the Low Medium and Medium Comb- 
ing type. Second, the larger Range 
clips of Southern and Eastern Al- 
berta, wherein Rambouilet blood 
predominates and the wool runs, to 
“Fine and Fine Medium Staple qual- 
it 

Since 1913 a great deal of atten- 
tion has been given to improving 
the quality and marketing of Cana- 
dian wool and today practically all 
Alberta wool sold commercially is 
handled in the grease, with the 
fleeces rolied and tied intact as they 
are shorn. 

The use of binder twine for tying 
wool has been consistently discour- 
aged, with the result that practically 
all clips are now tied with the ap- 
proved’ paper fleece twine. Better 
housing accommodation and greater 
eare in feeding has resulted in clips 
much more free from chaff and 
seeds, though there is still room for 
further improvement in that direc- 
tion.

Improved Marketing 

Coincident with this development 
of a desire on the part of Canadian 
farmers to put up a.better wool clip, 
there_has been a steady urge for im- 
proved methods in marketing. The 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
initiated its wool grading policy in 
1913 and this policy has provided 
Alberta sheep raisers with first-hand 
information on the selling advan- 
tages of improved wool production, 
as well as the value of selling wool 
according to grade. 

Helped by Goverrment 

In 1918 the various wool grow- 
ers’ associations throughout Canada 
were encouraged by both Dominion 
and Provincial governments to or 
ganize a producers’ organization for 
the sale of graded woo!, Accord- 
ingly these producer organizations, 
represented in conference, brought 
into being the Canadian Co-opera- 
tive Wool Growers Limited, under 
the Dominion Companies Act.

The 726 carat gem which was the 
world’s largest and finest uncut dia- 
mond is riow in three pieces. Later 
these will be split into 12, which the 
owner hopes to see sold in a $2,000,- 
000 necklace. 

It was Kaplan’s task to tap the 
uncut jewel with a brass hammer 
and sever it for the first time—an 
operation ‘so delicate that even the 
owner, Harry Winston, wouldn’t look 
on. 

The diamond fell apart perfectly. 

The actual cleaving took but a few 
seconds, but Kaplan had been study- 
ing the diamond’s groove and plan-| 
ning the cleft for six months. 

Winston said the cleaving was un- 
insured, although the uncut gem 
was insured for $1,000,000. He said| 
his insurance brokers were told by 
Lloyd’s of London, ‘the risk is too 
great.”’

“Story Of a Case 


English Actor Linked Ocean Tragedy 
With Egyptian Curse 


Twenty-four years ago, early on 
the morning of April 15, 1912, the 
great new steamship, the Titanic, 
on her maiden voyage, foundered in 
mid-Atlantic, after striking an ice- 
berg, with a loss of 1.500 lives.

are whirled about by an electric field | 
to attain energies up to 11,000,000} 
volts and then shot at the atoms of | 
other elements.

Royal Amaities | 


Provision Is Made For Contingency 
Of The King’s Marriage 

A select committee of the House 
of Commons recommended to the 
house that the annuities payable to 
the members of the Royal Family in 
the reign'of King Edward VIII. 
should total £433,100 (about $2,165,- 
500) a year. 

This sum is known as the civil 
list, customarily granted by parlia- 
ment to the various members of the 
Royal Family upon the recommenda- 
tion of a specially-appointed select 
committee. 

The committee proposed that £40,- 
000 (about $200,000) be set aside to 
provide for the contingency of the 
King’s marriage, but that this sum 
be not drawn so long a8 King Ed- 
ward remains unmarried. 

Included in the recommended civil 
list were the following sums: For 
His Majesty’s privy purse, £110,000 
(about $550,000); salaries for the 
King’s household, including retire- 
ment allowances, £134,000 (about 
$670,000) and expenses of the house- 
hold, £152,800 (about $764,000). 

The King, however, will not draw 
the £110,000 provided for the privy 
purse as long as his revenues from 
the Duchy of Cornwall remain above 
£102,000 (about $510,000) a year. 

The other members of the Royal 
Family will receive a total of £194,- 
000 (about $970,000). 

The civil list in the reign of King 
George V., including the sums paid 
to members of the Royal Family 
other than the King and Queen, was 
£543,700 at the beginning of the 
reign, in accordance with recom- 
mendations of a similar select com- 
mittee of the house appointed in 
1910. The civil list of thé late King, 
however, was reduced by £50,000 a 
year as from Oct. 1, 1931. 

King George commanded that this 
reduction be made while the coun- 
try was passing through a serious 
economic depression. 


The King’s Birthday 


ed To Observe It As Holiday 

No special proclamation will be 
required to make the birthday of 
King Edward VIII., occurring on 
In several 
statutes it is set forth that the birth- 
day of the reigning sovereign shall 
always be a public holiday. This 
means that it will be a holiday in the 
Government service, the banking in- 
stitutions, the schools and municipal | 
offices. To what extent it will be 
observed by the commercial com- 
munity will be for them to decide. 

June 3, the birthday of King 
George V. goes off the calendar as a 
holiday. It was never observed so 
generally as other national holidays, 
largely because it occurred so soon | 
after the Victoria Day holiday on 
May 24. Something of .fhe same 
difficulty may be experienced from 
the fact that the new King’s birth- 
day on June 23 will be a week before | 
July 1, which has perhaps the moSt |} 
general observance of all Canadian 
holidays.

Reported That Millions Of Chinese

A terrible famine sweeping Szech- 
wan and North Honan provinces in 
China has assumed proportions of a 
national disaster with estimates of 
the number of natives dead or fac- 
ing death ranging from 10,000,000 to 
30,000,000. 

Chinese vernacular newspapers 
reported some hunger-maddened vic- 
tims were resorting to cannibalism 
and that other starving parents were 
selling their children to gain money 
for food.

If his claim was true, 
probably was the oldest man in Can- 
ada. Friends testified to his great 
age, and his death certificate bears 
the conservative estimate—110 years. 

Active until his final. illness, he 
was brought from a farm home of 
relatives to hospital at Camrose, 


Alta., in a semi-conscious state and/| 


died soon after. 

Half a century ago, Peocus—the 
name meaning “‘claw’’ or ‘“point’— 
was known as an old man to the 
missionaries and. pioneers of the 
prairies. For many he had acted as 
guide, including men famous in the 
old Hudson Bay fur post days. 

Pioneer missionary, Father 
Beillevaire remembers him well. 

“He was an old man when he be- 
gan guiding me 50 years ago,” said 
Father Beillevaire, in recounting the 
life of the Indian. . 

He had travelled out of old Fort 
Garry, now Winnipeg, in the ad- 
venturous fur trading days and 
went with the historic “voyageurs”

Lady Tupper, managing . director 
of the Winnipeg Players’ Guild, ex- 
pressed hope of establishirig a com- 
posite theatrical repertory company 
of the best local talent, both ama- 
teur and. professional, augmented by 
distinguished actors and directors 
from the professional stage to travel 
to various Canadian centres, 

“It seems such a terrible waste 
for young people to spend weeks re- 
hearsing a one-act play, then present 
it only twice to select audiences,” 
Lady Tupper said, “Out of drama 
festivals has come real talent which 
has. been put to no great use and 
given no further chance to advance. 

“There is a tremendous need for 
the ‘theatre in Canada—-a need the 
movies do not fill. Hundreds of 
young people in the west have never 
seen a well-produced theatrical pro- 
duction other than a musi¢al leg 
show.

“Once I had to consider using 
either an axe or a carpenter's saw 
to amputate a man’s leg. He was 
stepping into a boat when his gun 
exploded and shot him through the 
thigh. An operation had to be per- 
formed at once, so I used the saw 
and had an Eskimo halfbreed for 
anaesthetist. Between us we con- 
trolled the bleeding with bandages 
and the man recovered.”’ It was one 
of Dr. Paddon's many life-or-death 
experiences.
